Pleadings were completed on November 2, 1984, 


Air Dogrib states that there is a fundamental link between 
Yellowknife and Fort Franklin in that Yellowknife is the territorial Capital 


and most of the provisi 


oning of the Hudson Bay Company and Canadian 


Arctic Co-op Federation stores in Fort Franklin originates from 
Yellowknife; and that there is a native community of interest between Fort 
Franklin, Rae-Edzo, Lac La Martre and Rae Lakes. The applicant proposes 
to operate a Beech 18 aircraft in Group C and expects to generate 500 
Group C unit toll revenue hours during the first year of operation and 70

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additional unit toll hours with its Groups A and B aircraft during the same 
period. 


In its intervention, Raecom Air states: 


- the applicant has not provided substantiated evidence of traffic 
demand between the proposed points and no formal traffic or 
market surveys have been conducted; 


- several charter carriers derive considerable casual charter 
between the points in question and an additional Group C 
licensee would have a detrimental effect on these carriers; and 


~ if a market exists, the market would be satisfied by existing 
Carriers and there is no justification to allow another carrier to 
dilute the Yellowknife market. 


In its reply, Air Dogrib states: 


- it approached numerous users of air transport services, however, 
users were very reluctant to openly support the application for 
fear of discrimination by Yellowknife charter operators and, as a 
result, it was unable to provide strong evidence of a need for the 
proposed service; 


- it acknowledges that the proposed service will be diversionary 
but also believes that the service will stimulate new traffic; 
some clients will be able to use the proposed service for shipping 
goods in less than plane load lots; and 


~ Raecom Air has provided evidence of a requirement for the 
service which Air Dogrib was unable to provide by stating that 
several carriers derive casual charters between Yellowknife and 
Fort Franklin. 


In its intervention, Edzo Air submits the following: 


- there is no need for an additional carrier to serve Yellowknife 
and Fort Franklin; the application is an attempt to increase the 
sale price of Air Dogrib and a means to enter the Yellowknife 
market; the inhabitants of the points which Air Dogrib is 
licensed to serve are not satisfied with the present service; 


- it investigated the possibility of using Group C aircraft but found 
the service would not be viable; as well, the water conditions at 


Fort Rae would leave no margin of safety for the use of a Group 
C aircraft on floats; and 


- Air Dogrib has no facilities for handling passengers at either 
Yellowknife or Fort Franklin; and there are no letters of support 
for the application which leads to the assumption that the 
residents' needs are well satisfied. 


——— 
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In its reply, Air Dogrib states that: 


it rejects the allegation that the application is an attempt to 
increase the sale price of the company; the application is 
definitely an attempt to penetrate the Yellowknife market as 
there has always been a substantial community of interest 
between Yellowknife and Fort Franklin and evidence of this was 
provided through the intervention of a charter operator at 
Yellowknife; the application is to upgrade the air service 
between the points; 


it is able to operate the proposed service in the manner outlined 
in the application; the Beech 18 will have to overfly Rae-Edzo 
until the airport is built but the site has been cleared and the 
runway will be operational in a year or two; and 


it has been unable to obtain open support for the application; 
however, the charter market between Fort Franklin and 
Yellowknife is mature and is able to support a unit toll service; 
and the current transportation needs are not being met. 


Nahanni states, in its intervention, that: 


the onus is on the applicant to demonstrate that there is a real 
demand for the service that the existing carriers cannot meet; 
and that the proposed service is viable; 


Nahanni provides charter service in Group D and its unit toll 
service between Norman Wells and Fort Franklin connects with 
PWA's service between Norman Wells and Yellowknife; 


Air Dogrib neglected to mention many carriers which are 
capable of serving the market - Page Flight Services, Ursus 
Aviation, Edzo Air, Turn Air, Raecom Air, NWT Air, Koenen's 
Air, La Ronge Aviation and Latham Island Airways; Air Dogrib 
has not provided any evidence that these carriers are not capable 
of providing service; 


the Fort Franklin Hudson's Bay store re-supply is via truck from 
Edmonton to Fort Simpson, then by air charter to Fort Franklin 
and not from Yellowknife; the Arctic Co-operative Federation 
has not made any firm commitment on re-supply for its store at 
Fort Franklin since the store has not yet been rebuilt and 
negotiations are still open for the re-supply; 


the population of the communities in question cannot support the 
proposed service (Fort Franklin - 540, Lac La Martre - 270, Rae 
Lakes - 200, Rae - Edzo - 1,380); native travel between these 
communities is minimal; 


Rae-Edzo and Lac La Martre are governed by the Yellowknife 
Region and Fort Franklin is governed by the Inuvik Region so 
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there is no need for government travel between Fort Franklin 
and Yellowknife; 


- Rae-Edzo (Fort Rae) does not have an airstrip, so Air Dogrib will 
be unable to use a Beech 18 aircraft; and 


- Air Dogrib has seriously under-estimated costs to the extent that 
the proposed service will not be viable. 


Air Dogrib, in its reply, submits: 


- there must be a demonstrated need for the proposed service and 
the Committee has an excellent picture of the extent of charter 
service between Yellowknife and Fort Franklin from reported 
charter statistics; 


~ it was unable to obtain open support for the application since 
residents feared that existing charter carriers would be upset; 
only one Yellowknife charter operator intervened, therefore, 
most Yellowknife charter carriers are unconcerned about the 
proposed Class 3 service; 


~ Nahanni intervened because it felt its charter service from Fort 
Simpson would suffer traffic diversion to the new unit toll 
service; however, the proposed service will be more convenient 
for merchants of Fort Franklin than Nahanni's operation; the 
opposition to upgrading the service between Yellowknife and 
Fort Franklin is self-serving; the Committee has a policy of 
encouraging unit toll service; 


- the Arctic Co-operative Federation will continue to re-supply 
out of Yellowknife; Nahanni's Group D aircraft is often too large 
for weekly re-supply; 


- there is a large community of ethnic, government and business 
travellers that must travel between Fort Franklin and 
Yellowknife since Yellowknife is the territorial capital; the 
present choice of charter service or unit toll service via Norman 
Wells is not attractive; the size of the various communities does 
not indicate the degree of interest between these communities; 


~ Nahanni has operated unit toll services from Fort Franklin 
without providing passenger facilities which means that such 
facilities are not necessarily required!; and 


- its operating cost estimates are accurate and are based on 15 
years' experience. 


1 This comment appears to be a response to the Edzo Air comment that Air 
Dogrib has no facilities at either Yellowknife or Fort Franklin. 
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In its intervention, Ptarmigan Airways states: 


- it presently operates a Class 3 service between Yellowknife, Lac 
La Martre and Rae Lakes; it was unable to serve Rae-Edzo (Fort 
Rae) with Group C aircraft due to the lack of a landing strip and 
shallow water conditions, therefore, it supported Air Dogrib's 
Original unit toll application; 


- it provides good unit toll service and given the number of 
persons, and the volume of goods and mail, there is no need for a 
second carrier; and 


. once the airstrip at Rae-Edzo is complete, Ptarmigan Airways 
will re-apply to serve Rae-Edzo (Fort Rae). 


Air Dogrib did not reply to Ptarmigan Airways' intervention. 


BY THE COMMITTEE 


The Committee has considered the application, the material in 
Support thereof and the interventions and replies referred to. 


The Committee notes that the applicant has indicated that it 
expects to carry a large volume of cargo between Yellowknife and Fort 
Franklin; however, only five tons of cargo between these points are shown in 
the forecasts while an estimate of 50 tons of cargo is shown between Rae- 
Edzo and Fort Franklin. In addition, no letters were submitted from stores 
in Fort Franklin or suppliers in Yellowknife to substantiate Air Dogrib!s 
forecast which would indicate to the Committee that existing methods of 
moving cargo to Fort Franklin are adequate and there is no need for the 
proposed unit toll service. The Committee further notes that the applicant 
expects to carry 200 passengers per year between each of Rae- 
Edzo/Yellowknife, Rae-Edzo/Fort Franklin and Yellowknife/Fort Franklin 
which does not correspond with the applicant's statements that there is a 
great demand for travel between Yellowknife and Fort Franklin. 


The unit toll passenger statistics on file with the Committee for 
the area proposed to be served indicate that the level of unit toll traffic is 
very low. As well, there is little evidence of unit toll passenger traffic 
between Yellowknife and Fort Franklin. Service connecting the points Lac 
La Martre and Rae Lakes to Yellowknife is currently operated by Ptarmigan 
Airways. The low volume of traffic carried by Ptarmigan Airways indicates 
that there is no need for competition on this route and Air Dogrib would, in 
the Committee's opinion, obtain traffic through diversion which would be 
harmful to Ptarmigan Airways. 


In light of the foregoing, the Committee concludes that the 
applicant has failed to provide evidence of a demand for the proposed unit 
toll service which leads to the further conclusion that there is no 
requirement for the addition of Group C aircraft to the applicant's licence. 
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Accordingly, the Committee is of the opinion that the public 
convenience and necessity does not require the granting of the application.

- the new community of Richmond Gulf (Umiujaq) will be the 
result of the relocation of the Inuit of Great-Whale-River in 
the Richmond Gulf region; this relocation is a result of the 
James Bay and Northern Quebec Agreement; 


- it "is the only scheduled carrier servicing the Hudson coast 
above Great-Whale-River (Kuujjuaraapik) and the new point 
Richmond Gulf (Umiujaq) lies directly underneath a routing 
being flown by the carrier at the present time";

Soundair Corporation (hereinafter Soundair) has applied to the 
Air Transport Committee for authority to operate the commercial air 
service set out in the Title hereto. The application was received on 
August 7, 1984, and was complete and ready for processing on August 16, 
1984. 


Notice of the application was published on August 31, 1984 in the 
newspapers of the areas concerned and copies of the Notice were sent to 
interested air carriers and others. Pursuant to the Notice, interventions 
opposing the granting of the application were filed with the Committee by 
Staron Flight (1972) Ltd. (hereinafter Staron) and Burrard Air Ltd. 
(hereinafter Burrard Air). The applicant replied to the interventions. 


Pursuant to the Notice, interventions in support of the 
application were filed with the Committee by the following: 


- The Honourable Tom Siddon, P.C., M.P.; 
- Kingsway Kourier, Vancouver; 

- DHL Worldwide Courier, Vancouver; 

- Town of Port McNeill; and 

- City of Vancouver 


The support was general in nature although Kingsway Kourier and DHL 
Worldwide Courier expressed their intention to use the proposed service. 


In addition, nine letters of support from the following were 
submitted with the application:

- The Globe and Mail, Vancouver; 

- Gelco Express Ltd., Vancouver; 

- Demand Air Courier Systems, Vancouver; 

- Priority Air Express Ltd., Richmond; 

- Leimar Transportation Services Ltd., Vancouver; 
- Brown & Fortunato Ltd., Vancouver; 

- The Province, Vancouver; and 

- Danzas (Canada) Ltd., Richmond.

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Pleadings were completed on October 2, 1984. 
The applicant submits that: 


- existing air carriers serving Vancouver, Victoria and 
Nanaimo are oriented primarily to passenger traffic while 
freight shipments and even time-sensitive goods are often 
deferred to later flights; 


- it proposes to offer an all-cargo unit toll service having the 
following advantages: 


- accommodates heavier shipments than AirBC; 
- offers shorter tender times (i.e. pre-flight deliveries); 
- offers lower rates; and 


- improves scheduling, particularly for time sensitive 
items. 


- it has developed a substantial and loyal clientele with its 
existing Class 4 courier service, pursuant to subsection 
112(12) of the Air Carrier Regulations, which will provide 
the foundation for this service; 


- it forecasts that it will transport 1,660,000 Ibs in the first 
year of operation and 2,002,000 Ibs. in the second year; and 


- the nine letters of support indicate that there are 
considerable specific requirements; that there is 
dissatisfaction with the capabilities of existing unit toll 
Carriers to accommodate time-sensitive shipments; and that 
there is satisfaction with Soundair's current service. 


In their interventions opposing the granting of the application, 
both carriers, Staron and Burrard Air, express the view that Soundair's 
history of illegal courier service at Vancouver should not be allowed to serve 
as the foundation for a licensed service. Staron points out the denial of its 
recent application for temporary authority (Vancouver-Victoria) and submits 
that it would be unfair if Soundair's proposal.were accepted. Burrard Air 
States that it operates nine return flights per day, seven days a week 
between Vancouver, Nanaimo and Victoria in cargo/passenger combination 
as well as having dedicated cargo services available 24 hours a day, and has 
never deferred freight to accommodate passengers. Burrard Air further 


submits that it accepts freight up to departure time and its tariff is less 
than that proposed by Soundair. 


In reply, Soundair submits that, to the best of its ability, it has 
always operated in accordance with subsection 112(12) of the Air Carrier 
Regulations when operating from Vancouver; and that if Staron had 
submitted a full application with support from clientele, it might have 
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received favourable consideration. Soundair maintains that Burrard Air's 
flights are not dedicated entirely to cargo; and that Burrard Air can offer 


lower rates because freight is only an incidental portion of its passenger 
service. 


The Committee has considered the application, the material in 
support thereof and the interventions referred to. 


The Committee notes that: 


- the applicant is proposing to operate an all-cargo unit toll 
service between Vancouver, Victoria and Nanaimo; and that 
the proposed service will provide improvements in 
scheduling and priority consideration, particularly in respect 
of time-sensitive material, over the services available from 
existing licensees; 


- although Burrard Air disputes the allegation that its existing 
services are primarily passenger oriented, statistics filed 
with the Aviation Statistics Centre indicate the opposite; it 
would appear that the dedicated cargo service, which 
Burrard Air mentioned in its intervention, relates to its 
charter services rather than its unit toll services; 


- the applicant has provided considerable evidence of support 
for the proposed service, including support from several 
companies which indicate dissatisfaction with existing 
services; and 


- the introduction of the proposed service may provide 
beneficial competition in the existing market. 


The Committee concludes from the foregoing that the applicant 
has shown that there is a demand for the proposed service, that the service 
will not have an unduly deleterious impact on the operations of existing 
licensees, that the proposed service will be viable at the level of activity 
forecast and that the carrier has the capability of providing the service 
proposed. 


Accordingly, the Committee is satisfied that the applicant has 
established that the present and future public convenience and necessity 
requires the granting of the application. 


The application by Soundair Corporation for authority to operate 
a Class 3 Specific Point commercial air service using fixed wing aircraft in 
Groups B and C, restricted to the carriage of goods and mail, serving the 
points Vancouver, Victoria and Nanaimo, B.C. is hereby approved, and a 
licence will issue upon compliance by the applicant with the filing, financial 
and other requirements of the Committee, as applicable. 
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The Licence to be issued pursuant to this Decision shall be 
subject to the conditions contained at subsection 20(1) of the Air Carrier 
Regulations, C.R.C., 1978, C.3, as amended, and the following additional 
conditions:

By Decision No. 8406 dated October 18, 1984, the Air Transport 
Committee granted Propair authority to operate a Class 2 Regular Specific 
Point commercial air service, using fixed wing aircraft in Group D, to serve 
the points Rouyn/Noranda, Val-d'Or and Gatineau, P.Q., subject to the 
applicant meeting the filing, financial and other requirements of the 
Committee as applicable. 


Decision No. 8406 was issued pursuant to a Certified Opinion 
given by the Honourable Minister of Transport on September 12, 1984 with 
respect to an appeal filed by Propair of A.T.C. Decision No. 7844 dated 
January 27, 1984. As referred to in Decision No. 8406, the Honourable 
Minister of Transport stated in its Certified Opinion: 


"] am, therefore, directing the Canadian Transport Commission 
to authorize Propair Inc. to operate a Class 2 Regular Specific 
Point commercial air service serving the points Rouyn/Noranda, 
Val-d'Or and Gatineau, P.Q." 


However, Decision No. 8406 concluded by stating that: 


"... Propair Inc. is authorized to operate a Class 2 Regular 
Specific Point commercial air service using fixed wing aircraft 
in Group D serving the points Rouyn/Noranda, Val-d'Or and 
Gatineau, P.Q." (emphasis added) 


The Committee on its own motion has reviewed the matter of 
the Group D aircraft restriction stated in Decision No. 8406 and has found 
this restriction not in accordance with the Certified Opinion of the 
Honourable Minister of Transport and, upon reconsideration thereof, has 
determined that Decision No. 8406 should be varied to make it conform to 
the said Certified Opinion. 


Accordingly, the Committee hereby varies Decision No. 3406 
pursuant to section 63 of the National Transportation Act, R.S.C. 1970, C. 
N-17, as amended, by deleting the Group D fixed wing aircraft restriction
